Reſcous, and Recovery.

For you ſee, plainly, before 
your eyes, that in Germazy,which is much nearer 3 And 1n France, 
where they are invited with priviledges, And with this very 
priviledge, of Naturalization, yet no ſuch Number can be found. 
So as it canuot be, either nearneſs of place, or priviledge of Per- 
ſon, that isthe Cauſe. But ſhall I tell you({ Mr. Speaker,) what 


I think : Of all the places in the world, near or far of, they will 
never take,that courſe of lite, in this Kingdome, which they con- 
tent themſelves with, in Foland, For we ſee 1t, to be the Na- 
ture of all men, that they will rather diſcover Poverty abroad, 
then at home. There is never a Gentleman , that hath over- 
reached himſelf in Expence, and thereby muſt abate his Counte- 
nance, but he will rather travell, and do it abroad, then at 
home. And we know well, they have good high Stomacks, and 
have ever ſtood, in ſome terms, and Emulation, withus; And 


therefore they will never live here, except they can live in good | 
'faſhion.- So as Iafſure you (Mr. Speaker, ) Fam of Opinion, that 


the ſtrife, which we now bave to admit them, will have like Se- 
quele, as that Contention had, between the Nobilzty, and People 
of Rome, for th: admitting of a Plebeian Conſul ; which whileit 
was in Paſſing, was very vehement, and mightily ſtood upon :

And this Objettion, likewiſe,(M-. Speaker) I allow to be a weigh- 
ty Objection, and worthy to be well anſwered, and diſcuſſed. 

It is true, formine 
own part, ( Mr. Speaker, ) thatI wiſh, the Scoitifh Nation, gover- 
ned by our Laws : For I hold our Laws, with {ome reducement, 
worthy to govern, if it were, the world.

Do we not ſee, (Mr. Spea- 
ker.) that, in the Adminiſtation, ofthe world, under the great 
Monarch, God himſelf, that his Lawes are divers 3 One Law in 
Spirits, another in Bodies 3 One Law in Regrons celeſtiall, another 
in Flementary® And yet the Creatures, are all one Maſs, and 
Lump, without any vacuum, or ſeparation ? Do we not ſee, like- 
wiſe, in theState of the Church, that amongſt People, of all Lan- 
guages, and Linages,there 1s one Communier of Saints 2 And that, 
we are all Fellow Citizens, and naturalized, of the Heavenly 
[Rieruſalem? And yet, nevertheleſs, divers, and ſeverall, Ec- 
clefiaſticall Lawes, Policies, and Hierarchiesz According to the 
Speech, of that worthy Father ; 1 veſte varietas ſit, ſciſſura non ſt. 
Aud therefore, certainly, ( MF. Speaker, ) the Bond of Law, is the 
more ſpeciall, and private, Bond; And the Bond of Naturalizati- 


| Figara Reip, then Forma; And rather Bonds of Perfe@;on, then | 
Boxrds of Entireneſſe. And therefore, we ſee, in the Experience,of 
our ow:.

of tie Romans, and others. Even like unto Fierce Horſes, that 
though they be, of better ſervice then others, yetare they har- 


Put tor this Objeftion, ( Mr. Speaker) I purpoſe to anſwer it 3 
Not by Authority of Sc iptzre, which ſaith. Zeatins eft dare quam 
accipere: But by an Authority framed, and derived, from the 
Judgement of our ſelves, and our Anceſtors, in the ſame caſe, as 
tothis point. For, (Mr. Speaker, ) in all the Line of our Kings, 
none uſeth to carry, greater Commendation, then his Majelſties 
Noble Progenitour, King Fdward, the Firſt of that Name: And a- 
moneglt his other Commendations, both of War, and Pollicy, 
nope 1Smore celebrated, then his purpoſe, and Enterpriſe, for; 
the Conqueſt of Scotland: As not bending his Delignes to glori- 
ous Acqueſts abroad, but to ſolid ſtrength at home : which, ne- 
verthelets, if it had ſucceeded well,could not, but have brought 
iD, all thoſe Inconveniences,ofthe Commixture, of a more Opu-' 
lent Kingdome, with a lets, that are now alledged. Forit15 not 
the Yoke, either of our Arms, or of our Lawes, that canalter the 
nature of the Clizr ate, or the Nature of the Soy/ : Neither 1s it, the 
A arner, of the Commixture, that can alter, the Matter, of the Com-

i7anlins, and 7. Decius. At what time, there began, about this ve- 
ty point of Nataralization, that War, which was called B ellzm S0- 
crals > Being the moſt Bloudy, and Pernicious War, that ever 
the Eoman State endured. wherein after Numbers of Battailes, 
and infinite Seiges, and Surpriſes of Towns, the Romars, in the 
end, prevailed, and maſtered the 7 atines. But afloon as ever 
they had the Honour of the War, looking back into what Per- 


dition, and Confuſton, they were near to have been Fought, | 


they preſently naturalized them all. You ſpeak of a Naturaliza- 
tion in Eloud ; There was a Naturalization indeed in Bloud. 

Let me ſet, before you, again, the Example of Sparta, and the 
reſt of Teloporneſus, their Atlociates, The State of Sparta, was a 
Nice, and Jealous, State, in this point, of imparting Naturaliza- 
1507, t9 their Confederates, But what was the ifſue of it? After 
they had held them, in a kind of Society, and Amity, for divers| 
years: upon the fir{t occaſion given,(which was no more, then the 
Surprize, of the Caſtle of Thebes, by certain deſperate Conſpira- 
cours, in the habit of 500% Lon There enſued immediately, a 
oeneralPRevo:t, and Defection, of their Aſſociats 3 which was 
the Ruine of their State, never afterwards to be recovered. |} 

Of later time, let ine lead your Conſideration to behold, the 
like Events, in the Kingdome of Arragon 5 which Kingdome was 
united with Caſtile, and the reſt of Spaiz, in the perſens of Ferd;-

nandoand Tſabel/a; And fo continued wany years; But yet fo, as 
it {tood, a Kingdome, ſevered, and divided, from the reſt, of the 
Body, of Spaiz,, 1n priviledges 3 And direGly, in this point of 
Naturalization, or Capacity of Inheritance.

Tnus much ; { hat now of freſh Memory , not paſt twelve years 
(ince, onely upon the voice of a Condemned Man , out of the 
Grate of a ro towards the Street, that cried Fweros, (which is 
as much as Livertzes, or Priviledges; ) There was raiſed a dange- 
rous Rebellion, which was ſuppreſſed , with Difficulty, with an 
Army Royall ; And their priviledges diſannulled, and they in- 
corporated, with the reft of $paiz, Upon ſo ſmall a Spark, not- 


withſtanding ſo long continuance, were they ready tobreak,and 
(ever again. 
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The like may be ſaid, of the States of Florence, and iſa: Which 
City of ri/a, being united unto Florence, but not endued with the 
Benefit of Natural:zation,upon the fir{t light of forrain Afſiſt..nce. 
by the Expedition, of Charles the eighth, of Frazce, into Italy, did 
revolt 3 Though it be lince, again reunited, and Incorporated. 

The ſawe Effect, we ſec, in the moſt Barbarous Government : 
which ſhewes it, the rather, to bean etfect of Nature. For it wa: 
thought, a fit Pollicy, by the Connce!t of Conſtantinople, to retain 
:he three Provinces, of Trasſylvania, Valachia, and Moldavia. 
(which were, as the very Nurſes of Corſtartinople, in reſpect of 
their Proviſions, ) to the end, they inought be the leſs walted, 
onely under Yazvods, as Vallals and Homagers;z And not under 
Baſja's, and Provinces of the Tarkiſh Empire, Which Pollicy, we 
ſec, by late Experience, proved unfortunate 3 As appeared, by 
'the Revolt, ot the ſame three Provinces, under the Arms and 
| Condudt of Sigiſzmmnd, Prince of Tranſylvania; A Leader, very fa- 
\mous, fora time 3 which Revoltis, not yet, fully recovered. 
| Whereas we icldome, or never hear, of Revolts of Princes, in- 
"corporate, to the Turkiſh Empire. | 

On tHE other part, { Mr. Speaker,) becauſe it is true , which tHe

Thirdly, whereas it is conceived by ſome, that the Commu- 
nication, of our Benefits, and priviledges, is a good Hold, that 
we have over them, to draw them to ſubmit themſclves to our 
Laws :It isan Argument; of ſome probability, bur yet tobe 2n- 
ſviered, many wayes. For firſt, the Intent is miſtaken 3 Which 
15nor, asI conceive it, todraw them wholy, to a >ubjection.to 
our Law: ; But to draw, both Nations, to one #n7formity, of Law. 
Again to think, that there ſhould be, a kind of Articulate, and 
Indented, Contract ; That they ſhould receive our Laws, to ob- 
tain our privzledees, it isa Matter in reaſon of Eſtate not to be ex- 
pected 3 Being that, which ſcarcely a private Man, will acknow-

ther by Benefit, or Cuſtome. For we ſee, in all Creatures, that 
Men do Feed them firſt, and Reclaim them after. And ſo, 1n the 
h11{t Inſtitution of Kingdomes, Kings did firſt win People, by many 
Ecnefits, and ProteGions, before they preſt any Toke, And for C#- 
!0me, Which the Poets call, 1mponere Morem: Whodoubts, but 
[hat the Seat of the Kingdome, and the Example of the King, re- 
ſting here with us, our AMarrers will quickly be there, to make 
al! things ready for our Laws £ | | 
And laſtly, the Natwralization , which is now propounded, is

For now, weare 
not to look to reſpects, that are proper to ſome, but to thoſe, 
which are common to all. Now then 9 how Can it be imagined, 
but that thoſe, that took their firſt Breath, ſince this happy Unz- 
0n, inherent in his 4/ajefties, Perſon, muſt be more atlured, and 
afteftionate to this Kingdome, then thoſe generally can be pre- 
ſumed to be, which were ſometimes Strangers ? For, Nemo ſub;- 
#0 fingitur : The Converſions of 21izds , are not ſo ſwift, as the 
Converſions of 1imres. Nay, in Effects of Grace, which exceed 
far the Effects of Natre,we lee, Saint Paul, makes a difterence, be- 
tween thoſe he calls Neophites; That is, newly grafted into Chri- 
ſtianity; And thoſe, that are brought up, in the Faith. And ſo, 
we ſee, by the Lawes of the Charch, that theChildren of Chriſtians, 
ſhall be Zaprized, inregard, of the Faith,of their Parents ; But the 
Child of an Eiba:ck,, may not receive Baptiſm, till he beable, to 
make, ar; underſtanding Prrofeſſzon, of his Faith. 

Another Objc#ioz hath been made; That we ovght, to be more 
provicent, and reſerved, toreſtrain the Poſit-Nati, then the Arte- 
Nati : Becauſe, during his Majeſties time, being a Prince of ſoap 
proved Wiſdome, and Jaudgemet, weneed no better Caution, 
then the Confidence, we may repoſe in Him : Eutin the Fu- 
tuie Kergns, of ſucceeding Ages, our Caution mult be in Re, and 
not in Perſo4. 

But, (MF. Speaker,) to this I anſwer 3 That as we cannot ex- 
peCt a Prince hereafter, leſs like toerre, in reſpe& of his Judge- 
ment ; ſo again, we cannot exped a Prince, ſolike toexceed,(1t1 
may ſo term it, )in this point of Beneficence, to that Nation, in 
reſpe& of the Occaſion, For whereasall Prizces, and all Men 
are won, either by Merit, or Converſation, there is no Appea- 
rance, that any of his Majeſties Deſcendants, can have either of 
theſe Cauſes, of Bounty, towards that Natioz, in ſo ample De- 
| gree, as his 17ajeſty hath. And theſe be, the two 0bjeGzons, which | 
ſeemed to me molt Materiall , why the Poſt- Nati, ſhould beleft 
free, and not be concluded, in the ſame Reftritions, with the 
Amte- Nati, whereunto you have heard the Anſwers. 

The two Reaſons, which I will uſe,on the other fide, are brief- 
ly theſe.

For in Conſent, where Toxexe frrings, not Hart-ſtrings, makethe 
Muſick; That Harmony may end 1n Diſcord, To this I ſhall alwayes 
bend my Endeavours. 

The Kings Soveraignty, and the Liberty of Parliament, are; as 
the two Elements, and Principles of this F ſt.ite 5 which, though 
the one be more Active, the other more Patuve, yet they donot 
croſle,or deſtroy, the one the other; Bu: they ſtrenzthen, and 
maintain, the one the other. Takeaway Liberty of Parliament, 
the Griefes, of the SubjeF, will bleed inwards.

{know, that ye deal with a King, that hath been longer Kizg, then

of theſe five Polants.

alſo , the Unconſiderate, and Ungrounded, Taking of 0ccaſs-|

The Next is, the Extending,. and 1ultiplying, the Controverſees, 
to a more generall Oppoſetion, or ContradiG@ion, then appeareth,] 
at the firſt propounding of :hem, when Mens Judgements are 
leaſt partiall. 

The Third is, the Paſſronate, and Urbrotherly PraGiſes,and Pro- 
ceedings, Of both Parts, towards the Perſors, each of others, for 
their Diſcredit, and Swuppreſſzor. | 

The Fourth is, the Courſes, holden, and entertained, on either 
ftde, tor the drawing of their Partizans, to a more ſtraight , Uni- | 
oz within themſelves; Which ever importeth, a further Diſtra- 
(tion, of the Entire Body. 

The laſt is, the Undue, and Inconvenient, Propounding, pub- 
liſhing, and Debating, of the Controverſies. In which Point, the 
moſt palpable Error, hath been already ſpoken of; As that, 
which through the ſtrangeneſle, and Freſhnelile of the Abuſe, firſt 
offereth it ſelf, to the Conceits, of all Men. | 

Now concerning the 0ccaſcoz, of the Controverſies; It cannot 
be denyed, but that the ImperfeCtions, in the Converſation, and 
Government of thoſe, which have chief place in the Church, have! 
ever been principall Caſes, and Motives, of Schiſmes, and Diviſe-| 
075, For whilles the Biſhops, and Governers, of the Church, con- 
tinue full of Knowledge, and good Works; Whiles they Feed 
the Flockindeed 5 Whiles they deal, with the Secular States, in 
all Liberty, and Reſolution , according to the /7ajefty of their| 
Calling, and the precious care of $ox!s, impoſed upon them 3 So 
long, the Churchis ſetuated, as it were upon an Hill; No Man ma- | 
keth queſtion ofir, or ſeeketh to depart from it - But when theſe 
vertues, in the Fathers, and Leaders, of the Church, have loſt

and Pleaſers of Men; Then Men begin, to groap for the Church, 


ſours of the Apoſiles, or of the Phariſes : yea, howſoever they ſit ir 
Moſes Chair, yet they can never ſpeak, Tanquam Authoritaten 
habentes, as having Authority, becaute they have loſt their Repu- 
tation, in the Conſciences of Men, by declining their ſteps, 
from the way, which they trace out'to others. So as Men, had 
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their Lightz And that they wax worldly, 7 overs of themſelves,| 
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'need, continually, have ſounding in their Eares, this ſame ; Noli- 
'te Exire: Go not out: So ready are they, to depart from the 
| Church, upen every voice. And therefore, it is truly noted by} 
' one, that writcth asa Naturall Man; T hat the Humility of the 
Friars, did, for a great time, maintain, and bear out, the Irreligt- 
| 00, of Biſhops, and Prelates, 

For this 1s the Double Pollicy; of the ſpirituall Enemy ; either 
y counterfeit Holineſſe of Life, to Eſtabliſh, and Authorize Er- 
'roursz Or by Corruption of Manners, to diſcredit, and draw 
| in queſtion, Truth, and Things Lawfull. This concerneth, my 
Lords the Biſhops, unto whom, Iam witneſle to my ſelf, that 1 
 {tand affected, as I ought; No Contradition hath ſupplanted,in 
me, the Rererence, thatl owe to their Calling : Neither hath any 
| Derraction, or Calumny, imbaſed mine Opinion, of their Per- 
ſons. I know ſome of them, whoſe Names are moſt pierced, 
with theſe Accuſations, to be Men of great vertues; Although 
the Indiſpolition of the times, and the want of Correſpondence, 
, many wayes, 1s enough to fruſtrate, the beſt Endeavours, in the 
Edifyinget the Church. And forthereſt, generally, I can con- 
 demn none.

that of Portugall alſo, which was the laſt that held out, to be in- 
corporate; with the reſt. The Lot of Frazce, hath been,much about 
the ſametime, likewiſe, to have reannexed, unto that Crow, 
the ſeverall Datchies, and Portions, which were in former times, 
diſmembred. The Lot of this 1ſand,is the laſt, reſerved for your 
Aajeſties happy times, by the ſpeciall Providence, and Favour, 
of Go, who hath brought your Majeſty, to this happy Conjun- 
tion, with great Conſent of Hearts, and in the ſtrength of your 
years, and in the;Maturity of your Experience.[t reſteth, but

For while, they inveigh, againſt a Dumb 24iniſtery,they make, too | 


eaſte, and too promiſcous, an Allowance of ſuch, as they account 
Preachers; Having not Reſpect enough, to their Learnings,in 0- 
'ther Arts, which are Handmaides, to Divinity; Not Reſpett e- 
; nough, to Tears, except it be, in Caſe, of Extraordinary Gift ; Not | 
'Reſpe& enough, to the Gift it ſelf, which, many Times, is none | 
atall. For God forbid, that every Man, that can take unto him- | 
ſelf Boldneffe, to ſpeak an Hour together, in a Church upon a| 
Text, ſhould be admitted fora Preacher, though he mean never 
ſo well. I know,there 1s a great Latitude, in Gifts; And a great /a- 


mult ; 
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riety in Anditories, and Congregations 3 But yet fo, as there is, | 
| Aliquid Infimum, below which, you ought not to deſcend. For you 
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mult, ratker, leave the Arke, to ſhake, as it ſhall pleaſe God, rhen 

put, unworthy Hazds, to hold itup - And when weare; in Gods 
Temple, we are warned, rather, to pt oxr Hands, upon our Aſcuth, 
then to offer, the Sacrifice, of Fooles, And ſurely, it may be juſtly 
thought, that amongſt many Cauſes of Athei/me; which are mi- 
ſerably mec in our Age As 8chi/zres , and Controverſces ;| Profane 
coffings, in Holy Matters 3, and others ; It is not the leaſt, that di- 
vers do adventure, to handle the Ford of God, which are unfit, | 
and unworthy. * And herein, I would have, no man;miſtake me, 
asif I didextol!], curious, andatteted, Preachings which is. as 
much, on the other ſide, tobe diſliked ; And breedeth 4thei/mn, |

Then 
every ziſter, ſucceſiively, beginning with the youngeſt, did 
handle one, and the ſame part, of Scriptzre, ſpending, ſeveral- | 
ly, ſome @narter of an Howr, or better, And, in the whole, ſome 
two Honrs : And ſo, the Exerciſe, being begun, and concluded, 
with Prayer; And the Preſident, giving a Text, for thenext meet- 
ing, the 4/ſembly was diflolved. And this was, as[tekeit, a 
Forthnights Exerciſe : which' in my Opinion, was the beſt way, 
to frame, and train, up Preachers, to handle the Word of God, as 
it ought to be handled, thar hath been practiſed. For we fee, 
oratours, have their Declamations; Lawyers , have their Moots; 
L ogicians their Syphems ; And every practiſe of Science, hath an | 
Exerciſe of Erudition , and initiation, before Men come to 
the Lifez Onely Preaching, which is the worthieſt; And where- 
init is moſt danger to beamille; Wanteth an Introduton, and 
is ventred, and ruſhed upon, at the firſt: But unto thisFxerciſe 
of the Prophecy, I would wiſh, theſe two Additions; The one, 
that after this Exerciſe , which is, in ſome ſort, Pablick, there 
[were, immediately, a Private Mecting', of the ſame Anifters 
Where they might, brotherly admoniſh , the one, the other ;
